When  the  first  yearbook  rolled  of  the  press  in  1 957,  we  can  imagine 
the  overwhelming  feeling  The  Coahoman  yearbook  staff  felt.  A 
yearbook  is  sometimes  called  an  annual.  It  is  a  book  that  records 
events  of  the  past  school  year  through  pictures  and  textual  facts. 
After  the  third  yearbook,  Coahoma  would  always  keep  the  tradition 
going  until  1987  when  The  Coahoman  was  not  published.

History  of 

Coahoma  Junior  College 


Establishing  Coahoma  County  Agricultural  High 
School  in  1924,  Coahoma  County  became  the  first 
county  in  Mississippi  to  provide  an  agricultural  high 
school  for  Negroes  under  the  then  existing  "separate  but 
equal"  doctrine  for  education.  The  junior  college 
curriculum  was  added  in  1949,  and  the  name  of  the 
institution  was  changed  to  Coahoma  Junior  College 
and  Agricultural  High  School. 


During  the  first  two  years  (1949- 
1950),  the  junior  college  program 
was  conducted  by  one  full-time 
college  director-teacher  and  a 
sufficient  number  of  part-time 
teachers  from  the  high  school 
division.  A  full-time  dean  and 
college  faculty  were  employed  the 


third  year. 

During  the  first  year  of  operation  (1949),  Coahoma 
Junior  College  was  supported  entirely  by  county  funds. 
In  1950  Coahoma  junior  College  became  the  first 
educational  institution  for  Negroes  to  be  included  in 
Mississippi's  system  of  public  junior  colleges  and  to  be 
eligible  to  share  in  funds  appropriated  by  the 
Mississippi  Legislature  for  the  support  of  public  junior 
colleges.  Counties,  other  than  Coahoma,  that  supported 
the  college  were  Bolivar,  Quitman,  and  Sunflower. 

In  1965,  Coahoma  Junior  College  opened  its  doors 
to  all  students  regardless  of  race,  color,  sex,  national 
origin,  or  disability. 


Coahoma  Community  College  and  Agricultural 
High  School  has  been  headed  by  eight  superintendents 
found  four  presidents:  M.L.  Strange.  1924-25:  J.  M. 
Mosley,  1924-29;  J.  w.  Addison,  1929-37:  J.  B.  Wright, 
1937-45;  B.  F.  McLaurin,  1945-66:  J.  E.  Miller.  1966- 
79;  McKinley  C.  Martin,  1980-92:  and  the  incumbent 
Vivian  Presley,  1992  to  present.  With  her  appointment 
as  superintendent/president  January  6.  1992.  Dr. 
Vivian  Presley  became  the  first  female  to  head 


Coahoma  Community  College 
and  Agricultural  High  School  and 
the  first  woman  to  head  a 
community  college  in  the  state  of 
Mississippi. 

With  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Coahoma 
Junior  Colleee  and  the  State  Board 


for  Community  and  Junior  Colleges.  Coahoma 
Community  College's  name  was  changed  to  Coahoma 
Community  College,  effective  July  1.  1989. 

In  the  spring  of  1995.  after  man>  years  of  not 
having  an  official  district,  a  bill  was  introduced  and 
passed  by  the  Mississippi  Legislature  and  signed  h\  the 
Governor  giving  Coahoma  Community  College  a 
district.  Effective  July  1.  1995,  the  Coahoma 
Community  College  district  became  Bolivar, 
Coahoma.  Quitman.  Tallahatchie,  and  Tunica 
Counties.

More  than  4,000  experienced  a  dynamic  chronicle  of 
Emmett  Till's  death  in  Tallahatchie  County  on  August  28, 
1955  -  a  landmark  date  in  American  civil  rights  history  - 
transformed  into  live  theatre  Monday,  February  27,  2008 
at  Coahoma  Community  College  by  playwright/actor 
Mike  Wiley. 

Projecting  multiple  roles  ranging  from  a  reporter 
interviewing  Till's  accused  murderers  Roy  Bryant  and 
J.W.Milam  in  "our  piece  of  the  Delta  -  that  humid, 
mosquito-infested  piece  of  Mississippi"  to  the  sometimes 
bragging,  misunderstood,  14-year  old  stuttering  Till 
himself,  Wiley  held  the  large  crowd's  attention  for  more 
than  60  minutes. 

Attending  were  students  from  West  Tallahatchie,  John.F. 
Kennedy,  Drew,  Clarksdale,  Coahoma  County,  and  Aggie 
High  Schools,  Jonestown  Elementary,  and  George  H. 
Oliver  Elementary. 

Wiley's  story  behind  the  Chicago  teenager's  visit  to 
Money,  Miss.,  his  whistling  at  a  white  woman,  Carolyn 
Bryant  inside  Bryant's  Store,  his  subsequent  kidnapping, 
beating  and  death  by  drowning,  and  the  trial  that  found 
his  accused  murderers  not  guilty  was  told  from  numerous 
viewpoints. 

In  the  finale,  Wiley  speaks  lines  from  Till's  mother:"Bo's 
death  was  a  lesson  in  sacrifice;  1  have  become  a  Wailing

Innovative  CCC  Ventilator  Build-Off 
Motivates  Complex  Problem-Solving 

Students  charged  with  building  ventilators  on  $10  budgets

Although  ventilators  are  literally  "the  breath  of  life"  for  patients  with  respiratory  problems,  few  hospitals  expect 
therapists  to  build  their  own  equipment  for  the  job. 

Not  a  problem,  however,  for  students  in  Coahoma  Community  College's  respiratory  therap\  program  whose 
"breaking  the  mold"  curriculum  now  includes  a  revolutionary  Ventilator  Build-Off  competition.  It's  the  first  in  the 
nation. 

The  rules  were  simple:  (1)  the  ventilator  must  be  an  original  design:  (2)  it  could  be  electric,  pneumatic  or  manual: 
(3)  the  students  must  be  able  to  describe  the  function  and  mechanical/physical  principles  of  operation:  (4)  the> 
could  use  anything  at  hand  to  build  it,  but  (5)  they  could  only  spend  $10  total.  Projects  would  be  judged  by 
managers  of  clinical  affiliates  in  a  Ventilator  Build-Off  with  winners  awarded  cash  prizes  and  books. 

Winning  first  place  was  the  team  of  Johneka  Brown  and  Fallon  Dukes,  both  of  Clarksdale.  Second  place  winners 
were  Princess  Collins  of  Clarksdale  and  Roxannc  Coleman  of  Cordova,  Tenn.

The  panel  consisted  of  Clarksdale  Attorney  Bill  Luckett;  State 
Supreme  Court  Justice  James  Graves;  State  Rep.  John  Mayo;  U.S. 
Assistant  Attorney  Harold  Brittain;  former  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  Mike  Espy.  Justice  Graves  emphasized  the 
importance  of  quality  education.  "Don't  be  a  coward  to 
excellence,"  former  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Mike  Espy  charged 
the  students.  U.S  Assistant  Attorney  Harold  Brittain  cited  the 
election  of  President  Barack  Obama  as  confirmation  that 
anything  is  possible  for  African  Americans.
